REMARKS 

Claims 1-8 were pending in the application as originally filed. Claims 1-8 have been 
cancelled and claims 9-32 have been added in this amendment. 

I. Rejection For Non-Statutory Type Double Patenting 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-8 on the ground of non-statutory type double patenting 
over claims 1, 2, 8, 14, and 22 of U.S. Patent No. 6,771,706. As claims 1-8 are being cancelled, 
the rejection is now moot. 

II. REJECTION UNDER 35 U.S.C. §102 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as allegedly being anticipated 
by Ling et al. (US Patent No. 6,961,388). As claims 1-8 are being cancelled, the rejection is 
now moot. 

III. New Claims 9-32 

New claims 9-32 each contain one or more novel features over the cited references.
